WITH  a  RrowiiiK  College,  th- 
Student  Cabinet  has  em- 
braced an  increasing  responsibility 
during  the  past  school  session. 
There  has  been  an  enlargement  of 
work  in  the  many  departments  of 
College  activity  with  which  the 
Cabinet  has  been  concerned. 

We  have  been  greatly  aided  in 
our  work  by  the  facilities  afforded 
us  in  the  new  building.  The  Cabi- 
net has  met  each  Wednesday  morn- 
ing in  the  new  room  set  aside  for 
its  regular  meetings  and  for  per- 
sonal interviews  with  individual 
students.  Following  prayer  by 
various  members,  in  which  the 
problems  of  student  life  are  placed 
before  the  Throne  of  Grace,  all 
forms  of  student  activity  are  dis- 
cussed and  the  reports  of  the  Com- 
mittees are  received. 

The  prayer  and  study  rooms  in 
the  new  building  have  been  under 
Cabinet  supervision,  and  the  Mis- 
sionary Museum  has  been  organ- 
ized by  the  Missionary  Society.  Be- 
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cause  of  the  enlarged  work  of  this 
Committee  another  member  was 
added  to  the  Cabinet,  as  As.sociate 
Missionary  Leader,  making  twelve 
Cabinet  members. 

One  of  the  chief  accomplish- 
ments of  the  year  was  the  sjilendid 
gift  of  the  students  to  Hebrew 
Christian  refugees.  The  Cabinet 
brought  the  n»atter  before  the  stu- 
dent body,  and  as  a  result  the  sum 
of  $250  was  voluntarily  contri- 
buted. Of  this  amount  $50  was 
given  to  The  Hope  of  Israel  Mes- 
sengers to  complete  the  passage 
money  needed  for  bringing  a  per- 
secuted Hebrew  Christian  youth 
to  Canada,  and  the  other  $200 
was  forwarded  to  the  International 
Hebrew  Christian  Alliance  for  its 
Refugee  Fund. 

The  change  of  our  student  publi- 
cation, 'The  Broadcast',  from  a  mi- 
meographed copy  to  a  printed  sheet 
has  also  been  a  highlight  of  the 
past  year.    The  Cabinet,  through

AS  we  draw  near  to  the  close  of 
another  College  year  we  take 
an  inventory  of  what  we  have  ac- 
quired spiritually  and  intellectual- 
ly. We  bring  our  year's  endeavour 
under  review,  and  as  we  consider 
the  past  days  we  must  inquire  into 
our  devotional  life.  Months  and 
years  in  the  future  may  reveal  to 
lis  what  we  do  not  see  or  under- 
stand now.  We  have  been  so  busily 
engaged  in  'experiencing'  that  we 
have  had  little  time  to  analyse  our 
experiences.  But  this  we  can  say, 
that  during  this  session  the  Lord 
has  blessed  abundantly  and  His 
Spirit  has  been  working  in  our 
midst  continually. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  session 
we,  as  a  student  body,  had  many 
things  to  cause  us  to  seek  a  deeper 
walk  with  God.  The  laying  aside 
of  our  Principal  was  a  call  to  earn- 
est prayer,  which  was  fully  an- 
swered in  his  restoration,  in  which 
God  manifested  His  loving  care 
and  healing  power.  The  guidance 
of  the  Spirit  through  those  days 
of  strain  and  of  increased  labour 
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for  the  Faculty  was  realized  by  us 
all.  This  year  we  have  also  been 
privileged  in  having  new  oppor- 
tunities as  we  have  entered  our 
much-needed  new  building  with  all 
its  facilities,  in  the  use  of  which 
we  need  to  seek  God's  blessing. 

It  would  not  be  right  to  confine 
the  devotional  life  of  the  College 
to  one  or  two  praise  and  prayer 
meetings,  because  the  spirit  of  de- 
votion and  fellowship  with  God 
continues  through  all  the  classes 
and  lectures  of  each  day,  and  has 
its  influence  on  every  activity  car- 
ried on  by  the  students.  The  De- 
votional Committee  consisting  of  a 
group  of  eight  chosen  from  the 
student  body,  one  of  whom,  the 
Leader,  is  a  rriember  of  the  Student 
Cabinet,  seeks  to  carry  out  its  re- 
sponsibilities under  the  guidance  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  This  Committee 
has  under  its  supervision  three

THE  Evangelistic  Band  is  a 
j^roup  of  stu(ients  organized  to 
supervise  the  evangelistic  work  of 
the  student  body.  It  has  an  execu- 
tive of  five,  and  comprises  ten  com- 
mittees in  charge  of  the  different 
phases  of  the  evangelistic  activities 
of  the  College. 

Each  Tuesday  morning  at  8:00 
the  executive  and  the  committee 
leaders  meet  to  consider  the  matter 
of  filling  the  requests  received  from 
various  Churches  and  Christian  or- 
ganizations in  the  city  and  outside 
points.  Our  primary  intention  is 
not  to  supply  each  student  with 
practical  work,  desirable  as  that 
may  be.  Our  great  aim  is  to  make 
known  the  riches  of  God  which  are 
in  Christ  Jesus,  and  our  desire  is 
to  perform  the  Lord's  work  in  His 
way.  To  do  this  we  must  be  guided 
by  His  Holy  Spirit  in  choosing  the 
students  who  are  to  be  His  messen- 
gers; therefore  the  Lord's  will  is 
sought  in  definite  prayer  before 
decisions  are  made. 

The  Lord  gives  us  different  op- 
portunities of  service.    At  Yonge 
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Street  Mission,  the  Railway  Mi.s- 
sion,  and  Greey's  Foundry  our  min- 
istry has  been  specially  blessed.  In 
these  three  phases  of  work  there 
have  been  regular  student  appoint- 
ments for  years. 

House-to-house  visitation  has  of- 
fered a  large  field  for  evangelism, 
as  this  year  we  have  undertaken  a 
special  i^rogramme  of  visitation  in 
several  neighbourhoods,  during 
which  the  students  have  gone  forth 
in  pairs.  As  a  result,  several  souls 
have  come  to  know  Jesus  Chri.st 
as  Saviour.  The  message  of  the 
Gospel  was  also  proclaimed 
throughout  the  autumn  in  the  open 
air  meetings  conducted  on  Satur- 
day evenings.  Special  work  has 
also  been  carried  on  during  the 
year  in  the  interests  of  presenting 
the  Gospel  to  the  Jews.  Some  of 
our  students,  who  have  given  pri- 
vate instruction  in  English,  have 
been  the  means  of  bringing  bless- 
ing to  many  individuals.  A  num- 
ber of  young  men  from  the  Col- 
lege have  spent  some  of  their  time 
in    distributing    tracts    explaining 
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the  way  of  salvation  to  the  Jews. 

The  majority  of  our  students 
have  been  engaged  in  regular  Sun- 
day School  work.  A  few  have 
served  as  superintendents  or  de- 
partmental officers,  and  many  of 
those  teaching  classes  received 
their  appointments  through  the 
Committee  which  is  responsible  for 
filling  requests  for  teachers  which 
have  come  from,  various  churches. 
Other  forms  of  Christian  activity 
in  which  many  have  participated 
include  young  people's,  children's, 
and  women's  work,  each  of  these 
being  represented  by  a  separate 
Committee  in  the  Evangelistic 
Band. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of 
the  work  in  Toronto  hospitals, 
which  has  been  carried  on  faith- 
fully each  Lord's  Day  morning.  We 
have  been  wonderfully  blessed  in 
having  received  new  opportunities 
for  ministering  to  those  who  are 
sick  in  body.  In  the  past  this  work 
has  been  practically  limited  to  the 
Toronto  General  Hospital,  but  this 
year  our  students  have  been  per- 
mitted to  hold  services  at  Christie 
Street  Hospital  and  The  Hospital 


for  Incurables.  We  have  received 
a  kind  welcome  from  those  in 
charge,  and  often  patients  have 
expressed  their  gratitude  for  the 
messages  in  word  and  song  and  the 
bedside  visitation. 

The  Band  recognizes  the  privi- 
lege of  co-operating  with  ministers 
and  Christian  laymen  in  the  work 
of  the  Kingdom.  We  are  thankful 
for  the  various  opportunities  that 
have  been  afforded  us  of  sharing  in 
Christian  work  in  many  places. 
The  scope  of  our  activity  is  indi- 
cated in  the  fact  that  we  have  re- 
ceived invitations  from  several 
Anglican,  Baptist,  Presbyterian 
and  United  Churches,  and  many 
other  groups  in  the  Christian 
Church.  Week-end  campaigns  have 
been  held  in  London,  Oshawa, 
Belleville,  Peterborough,  Meaford, 
Vineland,  and  at  the  Ontario  Agri- 
cultural College  in  Guelph. 

An  evangelistic  campaign  or 
meeting  is  usually  put  in  charge  of 
a  group  consisting  of  a  leader  to 
conduct  the  meeting,  a  speaker  to 
deliver  the  message,  and  another 
person  to  read  the  Scripture  les-

LAST  summer  the  members  of 
the  Missionary  Committee  of 
1938-89  prepared  for  their  duties 
by  prayiuu:  for  one  another  each 
week  and  sendiny:  news  letters  each 
mlonth  to  the  Secretary,  who  com- 
piled an  interesting  monthly  cii-- 
cular. 

The  Committee  has  endeavoured 
during  the  past  year  to  promote 
and  maintain  in  the  College  a  vital 
interest  in  missionary  enteri)rise. 
In  their  fellowship  together  the 
members  of  the  Committee  have 
developed  a  richer,  personal  exper- 
ience of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  a 
new  realization  of  our  privileges 
in  Him,  and  a  wider  vision  of  ser- 
vice in  His  Kingdom.  Early  in  the 
term  the  Student  Cabinet  saw  fit  to 
inaugurate  an  Associate  Leader  of 
the  Missionary  Society,  and  from 
time  to  time  new  members  have 
been  added  to  the  Committee  as 
responsibilities  have  increased. 

The  first  principle  that  they  have 
kept  in  mind  has  been  the  necessity 
of  PRAYER.  The  heart  of  their 
work  is  to  be  found  in  the  weekly 
Committee  meetings  from  8  to  9 
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a.m.  on  Thursday  mornings,  in 
which  about  half  the  time  has  been 
devoted  to  intercession  for  mission- 
aries who  have  graduated  from 
T.B.C.,  for  the  missionary  spirit  of 
the  College,  and  for  guidance  in 
all  new  undertakings.  By  means 
of  special  posters  prepared  and 
displayed,  the  attention  of  the  stu- 
dents has  been  directed  to  the  noon- 
day iirayer  meetings,  in  which  our 
graduates  in  missionary  work  are 
remembered  according  to  the  field 
in  which  they  are  labouring.  For 
the  benefit  of  such  students  as  were 
unable  to  attend  the  noonday 
prayer  meetings,  prayer  lists  were 
compiled  to  give  infornration  con- 
cerning the  missionaries,  and  to 
facilitate  a  more  systematic  minis- 
try of  prayer. 

Through  the  Missionary  Society 
the  students  are  enabled  to  have  a 
share  in  helping  missionaries  in  a 
practical  way,  as  the  gifts  of  the 
students  placed  in  the  mite-boxes 
are  used  in  presentations  made  to 
missionaries  leaving  for  the  for- 
eign field.

ARRIVING  back  at  school  last 
fall,  it  was  a  most  i)leasant 
surprise  for  the  Broadcast  Com- 
mittee to  find  placed  at  its  disposal 
a  very  lovely  and  conveniently 
furnished  room  in  the  new  build- 
ing, in  which  to  carry  on  its  work. 
And  in  that  room  during  the  fol- 
lowing months  members  of  the 
Committee  were  often  to  be  seen 
singly  or  in  groups,  busily  engaged 
in  the  work  of  producing  our  un- 
dergraduate periodical. 

The  Committee  in  charge  was 
composed  of  ten  members  this  year, 
two  of  whom,  the  Editor  and  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, had  been  con- 
nected with  the  Editorial  Staff  of 
the  previous  year.  The  group  has 
been  divided  according  to  duties  as 
follows:  Editor,  Associate  Editor. 
Evening  Class  Editor,  Art  De- 
signer, Secretary-Treasurer,  Cabi- 
net Representative,  and  four  Re- 
porters and  Typists.  Each  of  the 
reporters  has  sought  material  for 
a  particular  section  of  the  paper, 
whether  devotional,  missionary, 
social,  or  of  a  different  character. 

In  the  first  term  of  the  session 
'The  Broadcast'  was  published  once 
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every  two  weeks.  Six  issues  were 
produced  before  the  Christmas  va- 
cation. The  first  paper  was  pub- 
lished on  Septembt-r  21).  and  fea- 
tured articles  telling  of  the  work 
in  which  many  of  the  students  had 
participated  during  the  summer 
months,  and  especially  experiences 
of  missionary  work  in  the  Cana- 
dian West.  The  .second  issue  was 
the  Thanksgiving  Xuml)er.  which 
contained  an  editorial  appropriate 
to  the  occasion  and  also  testimonies 
of  praise  to  God  by  .several  stu- 
dents who  have  come  to  our  Col- 
lege from  British  Columbia  and 
the  Maritimes.  In  the  issue  of 
Nov.  10  an  account  of  Sir  Charles 
Marston's  faith-confirming  address 
to  the  Inter-Varsity  Christian  Fel- 
lowship on  the  recent  discoveries 
of  archaeology  was  enjoyed  by  all 
who  read  it. 

At  Christmas  a  special  eighteen- 
page  edition  was  issued,  on  the 
blue  cover  of  which  was  depicted 
the  lowly  Babe  in  the  manger.  This 
copy  contained  many  very  interest- 
ing articles,  including  a  guest  edi- 
torial by  Canon  R.  A.  Armstrong, 
a    beautiful    Christmas    story    en- 
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titled  'Gift  for  Peter',  and  Christ- 
mas messages  and  greeting's  from 
the  members  of  the  Faculty  and 
from  the  leaders  of  the  Day  and 
Evening  Class  Cabinets. 

But  at  the  beginning  of  the  new 
year,  after  much  thought  and 
planning,  it  was  decided  to  change 
the  appearance  of  the  paper  en- 
tirely  and  to  have  it  printed  in 
newspaper  form  and  to  publish  it 
monthly.  It  was  felt  that  the  use- 
fulness of  the  paper  would  be  in- 
creased and  also  that  its  general 
attractiveness  might  be  thus  im- 
proved. Subscriptions  were  im- 
mediately sought  from  the  student 
body,  and  there  was  such  an  en- 
couraging response  that  there  was 
no  fear  in  the  hearts  of  the  Edi- 
torial Committee  as  they  launched 
out  in  this  new  venture.  Then  it 
was  further  decided  that  each  issue 
should  have  a  certain  predominant 
tone  or  message.  This  resulted  in 
the  January,  February,  and  March 
editions'  being  made,  respectively, 
missionary,  devotional,  and  theolo- 
gical in  character,  and  the  April 
issue's  being  almost  entirely  de- 
voted to  the  interests  and  news  of 
the  Graduating  Class.  Below  is  a 
facsimile  of  the  January  issue,  the 
first  regular  printed  publication  of 
the  undergraduates. 

The  work  of  compiling  suitable 
material  for  The  Broadcast'  has 
sometimes   been    a    rather   tedious 


task,  but  ordinarily  it  has  been  in- 
teresting and  i)rofitable  work.  Usu- 
ally articles  were  solicited  from  in- 
dividual students  by  members  of 
the  ('ommittee,  although  on  many 
occasions  the  articles  were  written 
by  editorial  members  themselves. 
Upon  the  reception  of  an  article 
from  the  student  body,  it  was  im- 
mediately attacked  by  the  editor's 
'blue  pencil'  and  the  work  of  cor- 
recting grammatical  errors,  and 
reconstructing  and  revising  sen- 
tences went  on.  After  exhaustive 
examination  in  which  the  critical 
acumen  of  the  reviser  had  been 
given  sufficient  opportunity  to  ex- 
ercise itself,  the  article  would 
emerge  as  it  was  to  appear  to  the 
eyes  of  the  reader.  Then,  after 
considerable  proof-reading  of  the 
printer's  copy  and  further  arrange- 
ment of  these  literary  digests  and 
news  articles  in  the  best  way  to 
attract  attention  to  them,  the  paper 
makes  its  appearance  in  its  com- 
pleted form.  Those  in  charge  then 
breathe  a  sigh  of  relief  and  almost 
immediately  commence  the  work  of 
preparing  for  the  next  one. 

During  the  past  year  The 
Broadcast'  has  been  very  readily 
received  by  the  students  and  it  has 
in  some  cases  been  read  through 
two  or  three  times.  Subscriptions 
have  almost  doubled  since  the  in- 
ception of  the  printed  copy,  and  we

PREACHERS  of  the  Gospel  are 
earthen  vessels.  They  are  like 
the  earthen  crock  in  which,  per- 
haps, a  ploughman  found  the  'trea- 
sure hid  in  a  field'  (Matt.  13:44). 
It  had  little  value  in  comparison  to 
what  it  contained.  But  althouirh 
the  fortunate  discoverer  of  thv 
treasure  would  not  worship  the 
vessel  for  its  own  sake,  he  would 
not  entirely  disregard  it,  seeing 
that  it  held  the  hidden  treasure. 

The  light  and  salvation  of  God 
in  the  soul  of  a  Christian  is  a 
heavenly  treasure  in  a  mean  cas- 
ket. Our  physical  bodies  seem  to 
be  of  little  worth  when  compared 
to  the  priceless  treasure  that  God 
has  given  us.  On  the  other  hand, 
they  are  invaluable  as  instruments 
for  revealing  that  treasure  to  oth- 
ers. Therefore,  our  mortal  bodies 
should  be  strengthened  and  built 
up  that  they  may  be  able  to  fulfil 
their  task  in  the  best  possible  way. 
They  need  discipline  and  develop- 
ment. Besides  being  essential  for 
Christian  service,  this  is  an  enjoy- 
ment of  the  Christian  life. 

Our  Board  of  Governors  have 
understood  our  need,  and  have 
graciously  and  wisely  supplied  the 
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necessary  facilities,  trusting  that 
the  students  will  avail  themselves 
of  the  conveniences  of  the  gym- 
nasium at  the  Baraca  Club.  As  a 
result, there  has  been  great  interest 
and  respon.se  on  the  part  of  the 
students.  Basketl)all,  volleyball, 
bowling,  and  swimming  have  been 
the  main  activities.  This  past  year 
has  been  characterized  by  house- 
league  games  between  six  volley- 
ball teams,  and  several  well-con- 
tested games  of  volleyball  and  bas- 
ketball with  outside  teams.  Al- 
though we  have  been  victorious  in 
a  considerable  number  of  gam(\s. 
we  have  learned  to  take  occasional 
defeat  with  a  Christian  spirit. 

A  forward  step  was  taken  in  the 
history  of  the  College  when  we  de- 
cided, after  much  consideration,  to 
enter  a  team  in  the  Ontario  Inter- 
mediate Volleyball  League.  This 
association  was  composed  of  the 
following  five  teams:  Central  Y.M. 
C.A.,  West  End  Y.M.C.A..  Young 
Men's  Hebrew  Association,  the 
University  of  Toronto,  and  Toronto 
Bible  College.  When  the  schedule 
of  games  was  completed  on  March 
1,  our  team  stood  in  fourth  place. 
Although     our    demonstration    of 
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agility  on  the  volleyball  court  was 
not  outstanding,  yet  we  left  our- 
selves in  no  position  to  be  ashamed, 
when  it  is  considered  that  not  until 
after  the  first  league  game  was 
played  did  we  apply  ourselves  to 
systematic  playing  and  regular  or- 
ganized team  practice. 

The  most  important  outcome  of 
this  new  step  was  our  being  given 
the  opportunity  whereby,  as  a 
groups  of  students,  we  could  bear  a 
corporate  witness  for  Christ  on 
the  gymnasium  floor.  We  have  been 
able  to  remove  the  false  impres- 
sion which  the  world  often  has  of 
Christ's  followers,  and  to  take  our 
place  in  the  world  as  Christian 
men.  This  activity  has  served  to 
strengthen  our  testimony  for  the 
Master  and  to  influence  others  to 
consider  Him  Who  'increased  in 
wisdom  and  stature,  and  in  favour 
with  God  and  man'. 

Besides  this  opportunity  of  wit- 
nessing to  those  with  whom  we 
have  played,  w^e  have  ourselves 
learned  many  lessons  while  in  this 


competition.  We  had  to  learn  the 
secret  of  co-operation  and  team- 
play.  Individual  effort  may  be 
spectacular,  but  seldom  is  it  effec- 
tive. Christian  grace  is  most  essen- 
tial when  emotions  are  keyed  up 
to  a  high  pitch  in  a  close  game, 
especially  if  it  is  thought  that 
someone  is  not  playing  his  be.st. 
We  acknowledge  that  our  oppon- 
ents many  times  demonstrated  to 
us  a  most  commendable  spirit,  and 
we  always  experienced  personal 
benefit  from  it.  Our  chief  concern 
is  expressed  in  the  words,  'It  is  not 
whether  we  won  or  lost,  but  how 
we  played  the  game'.  Doing  'all  to 
the  glory  of  God'  demanded  that 
we  examine  not  only  our  actions 
but  also  our  motives. 

These  and  many  other  Christian 
principles  are  learned  in  the  gym- 
nasium, not  from  the  lips  of  a  lec- 
turer, but  from  experience.  And 
so  it  is  seen  that  the  participation 
of  any  person  in  these  athletic  ac- 
tivities always  results  in  profit  to 
body,  mind  and  soul.

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THE  COLLEGE  COURSE 


IN  the  Pedagogy  classes  we 
learned  that  'life  feeds  on  per- 
sonality', which  means  that  we 
learn  as  much  indirectly  from  the 
life  of  the  teacher  as  from  the 
books  we  study.  For  this  reason, 
when  attempting  to  describe  our 
College  course  and  to  convey  some- 
thing of  what  it  has  meant  to  one 
who  is  graduating  after  three 
blessed  years  in  this  institution,  it 
is  essential  to  devote  some  thought 
to  the  personnel  of  our  Faculty. 

As  the  different  members  of  the 
Faculty  mingle  with  us  from  week 
to  week,  so  that  their  characteris- 
tics become  familiar  to  us  and  their 
individual  personalities  very  real 
and  dear  to  us,  we  realize  that  in 
a  marvellous  way  the  distinct,  con- 
secrated talents  and  spiritual  gifts 
of  each  fill  a  special  place  in  the 
College  life  and  curriculum.  With- 
out the  contribution  of  every  mem- 
ber our  Faculty  would  not  embody 
the  developed  and  balanced  presen- 
tation of  Christian  truth  in  pre- 
cept and  in  practice,  which  we,  as 
students,  have  been  privileged  to 
receive.  We  realize  with  grateful 
hearts  that  only  God  Himself,  Who 
knows  the  needs  of  a  student  body 
in  preparation  for  His  service, 
could  so  perfectly  have  chosen  by 
His  Holy  Spirit  such  a  corporate 
group,  composed  of  individuals 
fitting  into  a  perfect  unit  as  a  pre- 
pared medium  for  the  work  of  His 
Holy  Spirit  in  the  College. 

In  seeking  to  express  the  value 
of  our  College  course,  one  is  limited 
to  the  impression  which  has  been 
formed  in  one's  own  mind.  The 
description  must  of  necessity  be 
coloured  by  the  background  with 
which  the  writer  came  to  College 
and  by  the  personality  traits  and 
intellectual  tendencies  which  the 
writer  has  had  while  receiving  the 
teaching  given.  However,  it  is 
hoped  that  the  following  will  be  a 
true  account  which  fellow-students 
will  endorse. 
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As  we  look  back  to  the  days  of 
our  First  Year,  some  of  our  clear- 
est and  fondest  memories  are  of 
the  classes  with  Mr.  Hyde.  It  is 
surely  very  appropriate  that  two 
of  our  first  studies  should  be  Per- 
sonal Evangelism  and  Public  Read- 
ing and  Speaking.  Many  young 
Christians,  in  their  zeal  and  love 
for  their  Lord,  can  find  an  outlet 
for  their  activity  in  this  vital  min- 
istry of  personal  work,  long  before 
they  are  equipped  for  other  public 
service.  The  valuable  training  and 
counsel  which  we  receive  for  this 
greatest  of  all  Christian  work,  con- 
trols and  deepens  that  zeal  and  has 
a  purifying  effect  upon  the  life. 
In  the  midst  of  our  own  class  the 
ordeal  of  the  first  public  appear- 
ance in  the  school  is  experienced, 
when  we  are  tested  in  reading 
aloud  a  portion  from  the  Bible. 
How^  our  appreciation  of  the  liter- 
ary value  and  historical  signifi- 
cance of  the  Scriptures  is  stirred 
as  we  are  taught  to  read  the  glor- 
ious passages  of  the  Sacred  Page 
and  to  incorporate  'sympathetic 
identification'!  As  we  continue 
through  the  Second  and  Third 
Years  and  drink  in  Mr.  Hyde's 
lectures  on  the  subjects  of  Prayer 
and  the  Will  of  God,  and  the  Holy 
Spirit,  we  are  conscious  of  sharing 
in  some  measure  the  wealth  of 
spiritual  experience  which  Mr. 
Hyde  has  gained  in  a  life  rich  with 
such  friendships  as  that  of  D.  L. 
Moody  and  fragrant  with  the  spirit 
of  the  One  Whom  he  has  come  to 
know  so  intimately.  Yet,  in  think- 
ing of  Mr.  Hyde,  we  cannot  forget 
how  he  has  contributed  that  vital 
something  in  wit  and  humour 
which  only  an  Irishman  can  give. 

The  influence  of  Ireland  at  T. 
B.C.  is  not,  however,  limited  to  Mr. 
Hyde.  It  happens  that  Ireland  is 
the  only  country  privileged  to  be 
represented  by  a  lady  on  our  Fac- 
ulty. Miss  McCarthy's  years  of 
teaching    experience    in    England 
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and  Chefoo  are  now  being  devoted 
to  the  secular  subjects  taught  in 
the  Preparatory  Year  and  to  the 
History  and  English  of  the  First 
Year.  The  happy,  intimate  classes 
with  her  in  'Prep'  are  the  secret  of 
those  who  have  had  the  privilege 
of  attending  them.  Her  influence 
is  felt  throughout  the  whole  school, 
and  her  spiritual  insight  makes  her 
advice  and  counsel  sought  by  the 
boys  and  by  the  girls.  Of  course 
the  girls  of  the  College  feel  she  is 
God's  special  gift  to  them,  and  the 
profit  derived  from  talks  on  prob- 
lems for  the  girls  alone  cannot  pos- 
sibly be  estimated. 

Apart  from  the  wit  and  charm 
of  Ireland,  we  have  a  sturdy,  ener- 
getic Scot.  In  Mr.  Burns  we  re- 
joice in  a  rare  contribution  from 
the  land  of  heather.  His  canny  in- 
sight and  common-sen.se  discipline 
keep  us  'on  our  toes'  and  'minding 
our  P's  and  Q's',  especially  at  ex- 
amination time!  To  those  who 
have  not  attended  university,  Mr. 
Burns'  lectures  on  Psychology  in 
the  First  Year  and  on  Logic  in  the 
Second  Year  are  a  revelation  in- 
deed. Oh,  the  inestimable  value  of 
true  p.sychology  not  distorted  by 
unscriptural  principles!  In  order 
to  obtain  this  we  do  not  study  any 
textbook,  but  get  a  true  combina- 
tion of  p.sychological  and  Christian 
principles  from  Mr.  Burns'  own 
lectures.  This  is  further  adapted 
in  the  Second  and  Third  Years  in 
our  study  of  Child  Psychology  and 
Pedagogy.  Until  we  sat  at  Mr. 
Burns'  feet,  we  always  thought 
history  and  geography  were  easy 
subjects,  but  his  notes  and  examin- 
ations on  Biblical  History  and  Geo- 
graphy have  changed  our  concep- 
tion for  ever !  However,  that  back- 
ground has  enriched  our  Bible 
study  and  aided  our  own  prepara- 
tions for  lessons  and  sermons.  In 
Mr.  Burns'  classes  on  Christian 
Evidences  and  Homiletics,  the  men 
face  up  to  the  harrowing  ordeal  of 
reviewing  some  deep  chapter  or 
preaching  before  an  audience  prob- 
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ably  more  critical  than  that  which 
will  face  them  even  at  their  call 
to  their  first  charge.  The  study  of 
Pastoral  Theology  is  one  of  rich 
spiritual  value  to  boys  and  girls 
alike.  As  we  take  in  the  lectures, 
read  textbooks,  and  make  digests 
of  several  fine  volumes  on  the  sub- 
ject, it  is  a  time  of  taking  .stock 
for  all  who  look  forward  to  any 
form  of  Christian  service.  We  may 
add  that,  however  concerned  stu- 
dents may  become  at  times  about 
Mr.  Burns'  subjects  and  examin- 
ations, he  never  appears  to  be  over- 
concerned  about  us.  His  irrepres- 
sible good  humour  and  delight  in 
our  idiosyncrasies  make  his  classes 
the  most  jolly  and  intensely  inter- 
esting of  any  we  have  ever  known. 
In  them  there  is  always  the  fa.scin- 
ating  feeling  of  expectancy,  be- 
cause we  never  know  what  new 
venture  our  worthy  instructor  is 
going  to  try  on  us. 

Each  year  we  have  only  one  lec- 
ture a  week  from  Mr.  Rhodes.  But 
that  is  just  enough  to  make  us 
desire  to  .see  more  of  him  and  to 
know  him  better.  Mr.  Rhodes  is 
Chefoo's  secojui  contril)ution  to  our 
Faculty.  He  travels  from  outside 
the  city  one  morning  every  week 
to  give  us  all  a  good  dose  of  Sys- 
tem-atic  Theology.  This  subject  is 
also  a  revelation  to  Fir.st  Year  stu- 
dents. We  are  fa.scinated  by  this 
'queen  of  all  .-sciences',  as  the  pro- 
gress of  Christian  doctrine  and 
thought  is  gradually  unfolded  to 
us.  If  some  of  the  lengthy  names 
and  involved  reasonings  get  be- 
vond  our  finite  minds,  we  are  en- 
abled all  the  more  to  rejoice  in  our 
inspired  Scriptures  which  are  sig- 
nificant for  the  simplest  intellect 
and  yet  satisfying  to  the  greatest 
minds.  If  this  subject  should  ever 
become  dry  or  wearying,  it  is  soon 
offset  by  .some  of  our  instructor's 
dry  wit,  which  always  takes  the 
form  of  very  appropriate  stories 
told  just  at  the  right  time. 

Our  College  life  and  instruction 
would  certainly  be  very  incomplete 
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without  our  two  liours  of  siu^nuR 
each  week.  Mr.  Sliildrick,  our 
valued  and  able  Music  Director,  is 
indeed  one  of  us,  for  we  now  see 
him  four  days  a  week.  All  who 
have  not  had  a  general  musical 
education  receive  ample  instruction 
in  harmony  and  reading  one  hour 
a  week.  On  Fridays  Mr.  Shildrick 
comes  to  instruct  a  special  choir 
chosen  out  of  the  student  body  to 
take  appointments  which  cannot  be 
filled  by  the  entire  student  choir. 
The  two  regular  singing  periods 
for  the  whole  College  include  in- 
struction in  song-leading,  which 
involves  the  second  ordeal  of  pub- 
lic appearance  in  the  College.  The 
unspeakable  joy  of  singing  under 
one  who  combines  the  technicalities 
and  fine  points  of  music  with  the 
true  devotional  and  evangelistic 
spirit  for  which  our  College  stands, 
cannot  be  explained :  we  can  only 
say  'Taste  and  see'.  Once  again, 
the  many  good  laughs  and  the  fun 
enjoyed  in  these  periods  only  help 
us  to  practise  more  W'hole-hearted- 
ly  and  earnestly  w^hen  the  joke  is 
over. 

The  mission  field,  the  goal  of  so 
many  students,  is  also  represented 
on  the  Faculty  by  our  College 
Doctor.  Dr.  Waters  has  an  unmis- 
takable devotion  and  love  for  our 
College,  yet  his  heart  is  in  India. 
For  the  majority  of  the  students, 
who  do  not  join  the  intelligentzia 
studying  Greek  as  an  extra  subject, 
there  is  one  hour,  every  week  of  the 
three  years,  spent  with  Dr.  Waters, 
who  is  endeavouring  patiently  to 
make  practical  nurses  and  doctors 
of  us  for  either  the  home  or  for- 
eign field,  and  preparing  us  to  be 
the  proud  possessors  of  a  First  Aid 
Certificate  at  the  end  of  our  course. 
His, .  wise  counsel  concerning  the 
care  of  ourselves  and  others  is  in- 
deed appreciated.  Although  over- 
shoes and  early  hours  may  not 
seem  a  popular  subject  at  the  time, 
we  know  that  in  years  to  come  our 
appreciation  of  this  class  will  be 
greatly  increased.   Indeed  we  often 
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hear  reports  from  the  field  indicat- 
ing how  invaluable  this  instruc- 
tion has  been.  Our  lectures  on 
Missions  and  World  Religions  do 
indeed  give  a  world-wide  vision 
and  show  us  the  way  to  meet  those 
problems  which  will  come  to  those 
who  go  forth  to  the  uttermost  parts 
to  preach  the  unsearchable  riches 
of  Christ.  We  have  all  benefited 
from  the  vivid  journeys  we  have 
taken  in  imagination  to  India,  by 
being  introduced  to  the  many 
duties  and  everyday  occurrences  of 
dispensary  and  colporteur  work  in 
that  great  land. 

It  is  very  fitting  that  the  study 
of  the  Bible  around  which  our 
whole  curriculum  pivots,  the  other 
studies  being  supplementary  to  it, 
is  taught  by  our  beloved  Principal. 
One  factor  which  makes  our  Fac- 
ulty inseparable  from  our  course 
is  that  they  exemplify  w^hat  they 
teach.  In  speaking  of  our  Princi- 
pal, we  do  not  identify  him  with 
any  nation  or  denomination,  (al- 
though of  course  he  has  his  loyal- 
ties)— because  he  presents  to  us 
such  a  broad  and  complete  view  of 
the  message  of  the  Gospel,  of  the 
Church, of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven, 
and  of  Eternity.  His  lectures  have 
taught  us  to  interpret  the  Scrip- 
tures without  introducing  any  of 
man's  conceptions.  We  emerge 
from  our  three  or  four  years'  study 
of  the  Word  of  God,  humbled  be- 
cause of  its  greatness  and  our  lim- 
ited ability  to  grasp  it,  but  rejoic- 
ing in  a  new  vision  of  the  reality 
of  the  Unseen,  of  the  greatness  of 
the  field  which  is  the  world,  of  the 
glory  of  the  message  it  is  our  pri- 
vilege to  proclaim,  and  of  the  un- 
limited resources  which  are  ours  in 
Christ  Jesus  through  His  Holy 
Spirit.  In  the  First  Year  how  we 
revel  in  Bible  Introduction,  a  reve- 
lation to  most  of  us  of  the  way  in 
which  the  Bible  can  stand  on  its 
own  feet  as  the  inspired  Word  of 
God,  with  unquestioned  external  as 
well    as    internal    evidence.     Our

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A    Fascinating    Hobby 


THE  ancient  Greeks  called  a 
prickly  plant  'kaktos'.  To-day 
'cactus'  is  the  name  of  a  group  of 
curious,  succulent  plants  which  are 
almost  exclusively  native  to  Ameri- 
ca, growing-  most  luxuriantly  in  the 
arid  regions  of  Mexico.  Some  of 
the  smaller  plants  have  been  trans- 
ported to  Canada.  Caring  for  these 
quaint  little  forms  and  keenly 
watching  for  their  magnificent 
flowers  is  a  most  interesting  hobby. 

The  one  thousand  species  of  cacti 
are  extremely  varied  in  character 
and  form.  In  these  unique  plants 
leaves  are  usually  present,  but  in 
some  species  they  are  mere  scales, 
which  can  scarcely  be  seen  by  the 
naked  eye.  The  giant  cactus  in  the 
desert  grows  to  a  height  of  fifty 
feet,  but  the  miniature  plants  of 
the  hobbyist  range  from  one  inch 
to  one  foot  in  height.  Their  var- 
iety amazes  one.  The  'Prickly  Pear' 
has  flat,  leafy,  pear-shaped  divi- 
sions with  smooth,  glossy,  green 
surfaces  which  are  copiously  cov- 
ered with  powerful  prickles  about 
an  inch  in  length.  Clinging  to  the 
edge  may  be  seen  the  most  delicate 
yellow  flowers,  growing  in  solitary 
beauty. 

A  very  strange  formation  is  the 
'Barber  Pole',  which  stretches  up-' 
ward  a  few  inches  and  then  bran- 
ches into  a  large  number  of  closely- 
packed,  upright  columns,  which  are 
ribbed  and  edged  with  fine  spines. 
Each  pillar  is  crowned  with  dainty, 
white  flower-clusters,  which  bloom 
during  the  night,  delicately  per- 
fuming the  air. 

In  contrast  with  this  elegant 
species  is  the  thick,  squatty  'Hedge- 
hog'. This  sand-coloured  ball  of 
thorns  appears  quite  lifeless  until 


suddenly  there  issues  from  the 
solid  network  of  tiny  nettles  a  fra- 
gile, scarlet  blossom,  glistening 
with  a  satiny  sheen. 

Probably  the  most  esteemed 
member  of  the  cactus  family  is  the 
'Old  Man',  which,  after  many  years, 
expands  its  conoidal  form  to  the 
height  of  six  inches.  Completely 
enshrouding  this  form  are  masses 
of  long,  hoary  hair,  resembling  in 
this  respect  an  aged  person. 

AH  the  species  of  cacti  are  fas- 
cinating, but  some  are  more  extra- 
ordinary than  others.  The  most 
graceful  of  all,  curves  its  green 
stock  round  and  round,  proudly 
displaying  its  tufts  of  hooked 
claws.  But  when  from  the  surface 
of  the  thin  stock  a  tightly-sealed 
bud  bursts  into  a  large  sky-rocket 
spray,  the  glory  of  the  plant  ex- 
ceeds all  expectations.  Long,  slim, 
feathery  fingers  of  a  rich,  bronze 
colour  encircle  a  shallow  cup  of 
pearly  petals,  from  the  centre  of 
which  spring  a  spray  of  rose-tinted 
stamens — a  beautiful  sight ! 

Many  people  look  upon  these 
plants  with  aversion.  To  them 
there  seems  to  be  sufficient  ground 
for  dislike  in  the  strange  and  often 
uncouth  appearance  of  the  plants, 
as  well  as  in  their  defensive  ar- 
mour which  sometimes  makes  them 
very  difficult  to  handle.  But  to  the 
cacti-lover  these  grotesque  forms 
are  most  interesting  and  their  pe- 
culiar beauty  and  unusual  appear- 
ance make  them  particularly  at- 
tractive. Because  of  the  rare  beauty 
of  their  flower  they  are  scarcely 
surpassed  by  any  other  group  in 
the  vegetable  kingdom.

DR.   JOHN   McNICOL 
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*  Christ,  who  is  our  Life' 

COLOSSIANS  3:4 

You  have  chosen  as  your  class  motto  one  of  the  ^reat  key  words  which 
Paul  has  given  to  the  Church:  'Christ  our  Life'.  This  was  the  secret 
of  his  own  life  and  service  for  the  Master.  As  we  studied  his  epistles  this 
last  year  we  have  seen  how  he  referred  to  it  again  and  again.  Tor  to  me 
to  live  is  Christ',  he  wrote  to  the  Philippians;  and  to  the  Galatians  he 
declared,  'I  am  crucified  with  Christ:  nevertheless  I  live:  yet  not  I.  but 
Christ  liveth  in  me'. 

And  now  you  are  going  out  into  a  world  which  differs  but  little  from 
that  of  Paul's  day,  to  carry  out  this  principle  of  life  yourselves.  You  will 
put  it  to  a  much  more  severe  test  than  you  have  ever  faced  before.  But  it 
has  already  stood  the  test  of  all  the  Christian  ages.  It  has  been  the  secret 
of  the  lives  of  all  the  saints,  and  of  the  labours  of  all  the  servants  of 
'^hrist  through  all  the  ages.  None  of  them  ever  thought  of  any  other  secret. 
Here,  for  example,  is  the  way  St.  Patrick  i)ut  it  in  his  missionary  hymn: 

'Christ  (IS  (I  Jifihf  ilhiniinr  aud  f/iiirh'  me. 
Christ  as  a  shield  o'ershadoic  and  cnvrr  me, 
Christ  he  under  me,  Christ  he  over  me. 
Christ  he  heside  me,  on  left  hand  and  riiiht, 
Christ  he  he  fore  me,  hehind  me,  ahont  me, 
Christ  this  daij  he  irithin  and  without  me.' 

To  ha\e  Christ  as  our  life  means,  in  the  first  place,  that  He  is  the 
source  of  our  life.  All  our  si)rings  are  in  Him.  The  righteousne.ss  we 
possess  is  His  righteousness.  The  peace  we  find  in  our  hearts  is  His  peace. 
The  joy  that  suffuses  our  lives  is  His  joy.  The  love  that  constrains  us  in 
our  service  is  His  love.  The  strength  that  sustains  us  in  trial  and  tempta- 
tion is  His  strength.    His  strength  is  made  perfect  in  our  weakness. 

To  have  Christ  as  our  life  means,  furthermore,  that  He  is  the  motive 
of  our  life.  We  do  always  the  things  that  i)lease  Him.  The  quality  of  any 
life  is  determined  by  its  motive.  There  is  a  (piality  about  all  that  we  do 
to  please  Jesus  Christ  that  beautifies  the  lowliest  task,  and  diffuses  a  frag- 
rance around  every  act.  When  Mary  broke  her  alabaster  box  over  the 
feet  of  Jesus,  she  did  it  for  His  sake  alone:  but  all  the  others  who  were 
there  shared  in  its  gracious  influence,  for  'the  hou.se  was  filled  with  the 
odour  of  the  ointment'. 

To  have  Christ  as  our  life  means,  finally,  that  He  is  the  end  of  our 
life.  We  press  on  towards  the  goal  that  is  ahead  of  us.  and  that  goal  is 
just  Jesus  Christ  Himself.  When  our  day  of  service  for  Him  is  done,  and 
when  at  last  He  shall  appear  in  His  glory,  then  we  too  shall  appear  in 
glory  with  Him.  This  is  the  supreme  end  that  is  always  held  up  before  the 
servants  of  the  Lord  throughout  the  New  Testament.  'Beloved',  said  John 
in  his  First  Epistle,  *.  .  .  it  doth  not  yet  appear  what  we  shall  be:  but  we 
know  that,  when  he  shall  appear,  we  shall  be  like  him;  for  we  .shall  see 
him  as  he  is'. 

That  is  the  goal  that  is  before  us.  In  the  meantime  we  are  to  bear 
our  witness  for  Him  in  the  world  for  which  He  died  and  which  needs  Him 
so  much.  All  that  it  knows  of  Him  is  what  it  sees  of  Him  in  those  who 
are  His.  You  have  seen  something  of  His  glory  during  the  years  you  have 
spent  in  the  Bible  College.  May  you  all  carry  the  reflection  of  His  glory 
with  you  as  you  go  out  now  into  many  different  parts  of  the  world.  May 
i^e  world  take  knowledge  of  you  that  you  have  been  with  Jesus.

One  of  the  greatest  privileges 
afforded  to  us  in  this  place  has 
been  the  opportunity  of  being  in- 
structed in  every  part  of  the  Bible, 
with  the  recognition  that  it  is  the 
written  Word  of  God,  inspired  by 
the  Holy  Spirit,  Who  also  inter- 
prets it  in  truth.

FROM  many  different  parts  of 
the  city  Evening-  Class  students 
come  to  share  in  the  instruction 
which  is  given  on  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  evenings.  As  they  gather 
from  week  to  week  in  hirge  num- 
bers, it  is  necessary  that  their  in- 
terests be  represented  and  their 
activities  directed  by  means  of  an 
executive  group  chosen  from  their 
midst.

IN  every  age  the  people  of  God 
have  sung  the  praises  of  their  Re- 
deemer, and  from  the  time  of  David 
until  now  music  has  found  its  place 
in  the  worship  of  the  Lord.  At 
Toronto  Bible  College  the  value  of 
consecrated  music  is  recognized  by 
the  appointment  among  the  Even- 
ing Class  students  of  a  distinct 
Music  Committee.  Besides  supply- 
ing pianists  for  the  regular  prayer 
meetings  and  lectures  on  Tuesday 
and  Thursday  evenings,  the  Com- 
mittee also  provides  during  the 
summer  the  music  for  the  weekly 
services  conducted  by  T.B.C.  stu- 
dents at  Yonge  Street  Mission  and 


for  the  Tuesday  evening  prayer 
meetings  at  the  College.  Thus  the 
ministry  of  music  is  not  confined 
to  the  College  but  extends  to  the 
work  of  spreading  the  Gospel  out- 
side by  means  of  vocal  and  instru- 
mental numbers. 

When  the  Evangelistic  Commit- 
tee has  an  appointment,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Music  Committee  to 
send  a  pianist,  soloist  or  instru- 
mentalist.

THE  aim  of  the  Evening  Class 
Missionary  Committee  is  to 
direct  the  attention  of  the  Evening 
Class  students  to  missionary  work 
of  the  present  day.  It  is  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  Committee  to  ar- 
range for  one  missionary  prayer 
meeting  each  month  at  the  College, 
and  also  to  take  charge  of  mission- 
ary meetings  in  different  churches 
in  the  city. 

Throughout  the  past  year  the 
challenge  of  world-wide  missionary 
enterprise  has  been  presented  to  us 
by  former  students,  who  have 
served  the  Master  at  home  and  on 
the  foreign  field.  Miss  Ella  Hilde- 
brand,  of  the  Sudan  United  Mis- 
sion, and  Mr.  John  Trewin,  of  the 
Sudan  Interior  Mission,  told  of 
their  work  in  Africa.    The  Orient 


was  represented  by  Mr.  Robertson 
of  the  China  Inland  Mission,  and 
by  Mr.  George  MacKay  of  For- 
mosa, who  described  conditions  in 
the  Far  East  from  the  missionary 
standpoint.  In  conjunction  with 
the  Missionary  Committee  of  the 
Day  Classes,  a  special  missionary 
meeting  was  held  in  January  when 
Mr.  F.  W.  Moffat  showed  motion 
pictures  of  the  various  mission 
fields  which  he  visited  with  Mrs. 
Moffat  in  a  trip  around  the  world. 
Our  missionary  meetings  are  to 
be  continued  throughout  the  sum- 
mer months  in  connection  with  the 
Tuesday  evening  prayer  services, 
and  we  extend  an  invitation  to 
graduates  and  friends  to  attend 
whenever  possible.

As  we  look  back  over  the  school 
year  of  1938-39  we  must  in- 
deed sound  a  note  of  praise  for  the 
spirit  of  fellowship  which  has  been 
manifested  in  the  student  body 
throughout  the  year.  Two  weeks 
after  school  opened  in  the  fall,  we 
had  a  happy  evening  at  our  first 
social  gathering,  when  new  stu- 
dents made  the  acquaintance  of 
Second  and  Third  Year  students, 
and  when  former  students  renewed 
acquaintances  of  past  years. 

On  December  20  we  had  an  en- 
joyable time  at  our  Christmas  din- 
ner, at  which  members  of  the 
Evening  and  Day  Class  Cabinets 
were  present.

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FROM  WORK  TO  SCHOOL 


ON  a  cold,  damp  winter's  night, 
the  Evening  Class  student 
leaves  his  place  of  employment 
with  weary  steps,  and  finds 
himself  in  the  midst  of  the  throng 
of  people  who  are  hastening  toward 
home  or  toward  places  of  amuse- 
ment where  they  will  drink  once 
more  from  the  broken  cisterns  that 
can  never  satisfy.  As  he  looks 
about  him,  he  notices  that  some  of 
them  are  laughing  carelessly  and 
flippantly,  while  others  seem  to  be 
sorrowful  and  dejected,  as  though 
the  load  which  they  are  carrying 
is  beyond  their  strength.  He  thinks 
of  the  gracious  invitation  of  the 
Saviour  which  so  few  of  the  people 
in  the  throng  outside  seem  to  know 
or  heed — 'Come  unto  Me.  all  ye 
that  labour  and  are  heavy  laden, 
and  I  will  give  vou  rest'.  (Matt. 
11:28). 

With  pondering  heart  a  n  d 
thoughtful  countenance  he  con- 
tinues his  journey  toward  the  Bible 
College,  where  he  will  leave  be- 
hind the  sad  scenes  and  the  cares 
of  the  everyday  world  and  join  in 
happy  Christian  fellowship.  There 
was  a  time  when  this  privilege  was 
not  his,  for  he  once  belonged  to 
that  throng  which  is  outside  of 
Christ.  He  thinks  with  gladness  of 
the  day  when  he  first  trusted  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  for  complete  and 
full  salvation,  and  turned  from  his 
sin  to  walk  the  way  of  the  Cross. 

Upon  entering  the  doors  of  the 
College,  he  is  impressed  with  the 
peacefulness  of  the  place,  in  con- 
trast to  the  noise  and  confusion  of 
the  streets.  Somewhere  in  the 
building  he  hears  the  joyous  voices 
of  students  singing,  while  from 
near  at  hand  there  comes  the  sound 
of  laughter.  Echoing  through  the 
halls,  these  happy  sounds  refresh 
his  tired  mind  and  uplift  his  spirit. 

Soon  he  is  mingling  with  the 
other  students  as  they  gather  for 
the  evening  meal  in  the  College 
dining-room,  where  a  pleasant  hour 
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is  spent  in  conversation  and  fellow- 
ship. Around  these  tables  lives 
have  been  changed  and  life-long 
friendships  have  been  formed. 

He  hears  the  bell  summoning 
him  to  the  Evening  Class  prayer 
meeting,  which  is  held  in  the  Praise 
and  Prayer  Room.  There  he  pours 
out  his  heart  on  behalf  of  the  un- 
saved throng  for  whom  his  heart  is 
burdened,  and  prays  that  the  words 
spoken  for  Christ  that  day  may 
bear  fruit,  and  that  the  life  he  lives 
each  day  may  be  an  example  to 
others  that  they  too  may  desire  to 
know  his  Saviour.  Before  the 
Throne  of  Grace,  he  finds  blessed 
relief,  and  his  spirit  is  renewed  in 
the  quiet  moments  of  devotion  be- 
fore the  lectures  begin.  He  leaves 
the  room  with  the  joy  of  having 
drunk  once  more  from  the  wells  of 
^aKation. 

Afterwards  comes  the  time  of 
study,  in  which  thr  student  feeds 
upon  the  Word  of  Cod.  The  Holy 
Spirit  leads  him  to  a  fuller  under- 
standing of  God's  eternal  truth  as 
the  Scriptures  are  gradually  oi)en- 
ed  up  to  his  perception  by  the  in- 
structors. In  their  lectures,  given 
each  Tuesday  and  Thursday  even- 
ing, the  Divine  revelation  becomes 
to  the  student  a  vital  reality.  When 
the  period  comes  to  an  end  he 
looks  forward  with  eager  anticipa- 
tion to  the  next  evening  of  .study. 

An  evening  thus  spent  at  To- 
ronto Bible  College  gives  the  stu- 
dent renewed  spiritual  vigour.  As 
he  leaves,  he  is  filled  with  a  fervent 
desire  to  witness  a  good  confession 
as  a  true  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ. 
He  has  been  strengthened  in  the 
inner  man.  and  looks  forward  to 
the  morrow  with  new  faith  and 
hope.  He  will  return  to  his  work 
with  greater  confidence  in  the 
Lord,  able  to  say  *I  am  not  a.shamed 
of  the  gospel  of  Chri-st :  for  it  is  the 
power  of  God  unto  salvation  to 
every  one  that  believeth'.

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THE  TEACHER  TRAINING  COURSE 


MANY  young  people  who  come 
to  the  Evening  Chisses  at  T. 
B.C.  terminate  their  Evening  Class 
studies  at  the  end  of  the  three  years 
in  which  they  are  given  instruction 
in  subjects  bearing  directly  on 
God's  Word.  The  knowledge  re- 
ceived is  priceless  to  the  young 
Christian,  because  the  Bible  is 
opened  up  in  a  new  w'ay,  and  its 
authority  as  the  living  Word  of 
God  is  realized.  Yet,  while  it  is 
essential  to  learn  what  the  Bible 
contains,  it  is  also  important  to 
know  how  best  to  impart  the  know- 
ledge gained  from  the  study  of 
God's  Word,  in  order  that  it  may 
be  of  benefit  to  others.  As  most  of 
the  Evening  Class  students  are  lay 
workers,  the  majority  being  active- 
ly engaged  in  Sunday  School  or 
young  people's  work,  what  training 
could  be  more  valuable  to  them 
than  a  course  which  gives  instruc- 
tion in  the  methods  of  conveying 
truth  to  others? 

The  Teacher  Training  Course, 
which  extends  over  three  years,  is 
a  comprehensive  study  covering  all 
phases  of  teaching.  The  proper 
way  to  organize  a  Sunday  School 
is  outlined,  and  the  duties  of  teach- 
ers and  officers  are  also  studied. 
In  Child  Psychology,  consideration 
is  given  to  the  different  periods  of 
child  life  in  relation  to  the  mental 


and  physical  changes  through 
which  a  child  passes.  One  is  there- 
by enabled  to  understand  better 
how  the  lesson  should  be  taught  to 
suit  the  child's  particular  need,  and 
one  is  also  prepared  to  solve  the 
problems  which  will  confront  one 
in  teaching  children.  In  Pedagogy, 
instruction  is  given  in  the  various 
methods  of  presenting  the  lesson 
to  the  class  so  that  it  may  be  re- 
ceived with  profit. 

Among  the  subjects  included  in 
this  course,  the  one  entitled  'Work- 
ing with  Adults'  is  particularly 
helpful  to  those  who  are  concerned 
with  older  people  in  the  church; 
and  the  lectures  on  'Young  People's 
Work'  furnish  an  excellent  equip- 
ment for  participation  and  leader- 
ship in  the  religious  and  moral 
training  of  youth.  On  the  other 
hand,  Story-Telling,  which  is  a 
method  of  teaching  to  be  used  with 
children  up  to  the  end  of  the  junior 
age,  is  developed  in  a  complete 
series  of  lectures  on  that  subject. 

All  who  have  taken  the  Teacher 
Training  Course  know  that  it  is 
indispensable  to  those  who  really 
wish  to  make  their  work  for  Christ 
effective;  and  the  names  listed  be- 
low indicate  that  many  T.B.C.  stu- 
dents have  recognized  the  value  of 
this  course.

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THE  LIBRARY 
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WITHOUT  a  library  an  institu- 
tion of  learning  would  be  de- 
ticient.  The  Bible  College  has  al- 
ways had  a  library,  and  this  has 
grown  continuously  along  with  the 
other  departments  of  the  College. 

After  the  first  four  years  in 
Walmer  Road  Baptist  Church,  the 
College  moved  into  a  building  of 
its  own  at  110  College  Street.  The 
first  room  to  the  left,  as  one  entered, 
was  a  library.  On  two  walls  there 
were  shelves  filled  with  books,  from 
the  floor  to  the  ceiling.  In  the 
centre  of  the  room  were  two  tables 
(now  in  the  Boys'  Common  Room) , 
which  served  as  magazine  stands, 
and  in  the  corner  stood  a  magazine 
rack.  There  was  no  presiding  li- 
brarian ;  the  office  secretary  across 
the  hall  took  note  of  any  books 
which  students  desired  to  borrow. 
The  library  also  served  as  a  com- 
mon room,  until  additional  space 
was  obtained  for  the  purpose  when 
rooms  were  erected,  one  on  each 
side  of  the  Assembly  Hall,  after 
the  end  of  the  Great  War. 

During  the  session  in  Knox 
Church,  '28-'29,  the  library  and  the 
office  were  both  located  in  a  build- 
ing at  the  corner  of  Bloor  and 
Spadina.  In  1929  the  present  Main 
Library  was  opened,  containing  at 
that  time  3,000  or  more  volumes. 
Mr.  Burns  was  asked  to  be  libra- 
rian, and  he  in  turn  engaged  the 
services,  first  of  one,  and  then  of 
two  assistant  librarians  from  the 
student  body.  The  duo-decimal 
system  of  classifying  and  indexing 
the  books  was  adopted.  This  is  the 
system  used  in  the  majority  of 
public  libraries  today.    Each  year 


since  then  a  number  of  volumes 
have  been  indexed.  Two-thirds  of 
the  books  may  now  be  located  by 
using  the  filing  cabinet. 

Year  by  year  Christian  friends 
of  the  College  have  generously  do- 
nated books.  Retiring  teachers  and 
ministers  have  left  large  sections 
of  their  private  libraries  to  the 
College.  The  members  of  the 
Faculty  have  added  books  from 
time  to  time.  Valuable  new  books 
have  been  purchased  through  the 
Library  Fund.  Thus  the  library 
has  grown  until  now  there  are  over 
5,000  volumes. 

It  might  be  said  that  the  library 
is  being  built  up  with  a  distinction 
of  its  own.  In  the  process  of  in- 
dexing, over  500  volumes  have  been 
discarded.  A  wide  range  of  Biblical 
material  may  be  found,  along  with 
a  fine  selection  on  the  subjects  of 
History,  Missionary  Work,  Ser- 
mons, Practical  Work,  Doctrine. 
Biography,  and  English  Literature. 
There  is  a  fine  section  devoted  to 
works  of  the  old  Puritans. 

This  year  part  of  the  library  has 
been  moved  to  the  new  building. 
Five  rooms  have  been  equipped  for 
library  and  study  purposes,  and 
will  form  the  Missionary,  Histori- 
cal, Practical  Christianity.  Experi- 
mental Christianity,  and  English 
Literature  sections.  The  Main  Li- 
brary will  be  reserved  for  books  of 
reference,  commentaries,  and  var- 
ious kinds  of  Biblical  works.

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THE  SOUTH  WING 


Two   students   are   walking   to- 
gether along  the  wooden  path 
that  leads  from  the   side  door  of 
the  main   College  building  to  the 
south  wing  of  the  structure  on  the 
adjoining     property.     They     have 
come  from  the  Medical  lecture,  and 
wish  to  see  Mr.  Burns  in  his  office 
this  afternoon.  On  their  way  across 
the  grounds,  they  recall  how  some 
of  the  stately  old  trees  were  cut 
down  during  the  winter  to  clear 
the  space  behind  the  building  re- 
cently acquired   by  the  Bible  Col- 
lege.   A   turn    in   the   path   brings 
them  to  a  short  flight  of  steps  at 
the  side  entrance  of  the  south  wing. 
Beyond    the    entrance,    the    stu- 
dents   soon    find    themselves    in    a 
long  corridor,   at   the   far   end   of 
which  they  notice  the  doorway  that 
marks  their  destination.    But  upon 
reaching  the  front  of  the  building, 
they  discover  to  their  disappoint- 
ment that  the  door  is  closed.    Miss 
Miller's    cheery    voice    from     the 
other  side  of  the  hall  assures  them 
that  Mr.  Burns  is  expected  to  re- 
turn within  a  quarter  of  an  hour, 
and   she   advises   them   to   wait    a 
little  while. 

Since  there  is  only  one  chair  by 
the  front  door,  they  remain  stand- 
ing for  a  few  minutes,  carefullv 
examining  the  details  of  the  old 
picture  that  hangs  over  the  fire- 
place   in   the    entrance-hall.     Sud- 


The  Cabimt   in  Session 
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denly  one  of  them  notices  the  pretty 
furnishings    of   the    waiting-room 
that  links  this  part  of  the  building 
with   the  premi.ses  at   14   Spadina 
Road,   which   are  still    being   used 
this  year  by  the  Conservatory  of 
Music.   Hesitant  about  e.stablishing- 
themselves  in  the  attractive  chairs 
which  grace  this  bright  room,  the 
students  decide  to  pass  the  time  by 
exploring  the  .south    wing  that   is 
now  (K-cupied  by  the  Bible  (^ollego. 
Leaving  the  door  of  Mr.  Burns' 
office,   they   approach   the    nearest 
of  the  rooms  that  open  on  the  cor- 
ridor.  There  they  are  greeted  bv  a 
member   of   the    Student    Cabinet, 
who  explains  that  this  is  the  Cabi- 
net Room,  and  draws  their  atten- 
tion   to   the   spacious   table   which 
the  Board  of  Governors  kindly  pre- 
sented.  Around  it  there  are  twelve 
chairs,    each    of    which    is    needed 
when  the  memi)ers  of  the  Cabinet 
are  all  in  session. 

From  the  Cabinet  Room  the  .stu- 
dents cross  the  corridor  to  the 
headquarters  of  The  Broadca.sf. 
They  can  scarcely  hear  each  other 
speak,  because  of  the  noi.se  of  the 
'Gestetner'  and  iif  the  typewriter, 
which  happen  to  be  both  in  opera- 
tion at  the  same  time.  Copies  of 
the  outlines  for  Bible  .study  in  the 
morning  lectures  are  being  made 
for  the  office  of  the  College,  and 
material  for  The  Gateway'  is  be- 
ing prepared  for  the 
^M  printer.  There  are  nuni- 
.^  erous  sheets  of  paper 
^  scattered  over  the  sur- 
face of  the  table  in  the 
middle  of  the  room,  at 
which  the  editors  are 
seated. 

Unable  to  find  out  any 
secrets  about  the  forth- 
coming issue  of  the  year- 
book, the  students  with- 
draw, and  pass  along  to 
another  door.  Through 
the     glass    panels     they 
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catch  si{?ht  of  a  ru^  and 
wicker  chairs,  which  seem 
to  lend  an  inviting'  air  to 
the  room.  A  single  win- 
dow with  creamy  cur- 
tains admits  the  mellow 
rays  of  the  afternoon 
sun.  The  walls  are  deco- 
rated in  pleasing,  soft 
tones  and  are  enhanced 
by  a  picture  of  lovely 
flow-ers.  The  place  has 
such  a  charming  appear- 
ance that  the  students 
return  to  the  Cabinet 
Room  to  inquire  about  it.  They  are 
informed  that  there  are  three  simi- 
lar rooms,  including  the  one  they 
have  seen,  which  are  set  aside  as 
prayer-rooms  for  the  use  of  the 
girls,  of  committees  and  groups, 
and  of  the  boys,  respectively. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  corridor, 
they  enter  a  long  room  in  which  a 
map  of  the  world  has  been  painted 
on  one  of  the  walls.  The  position 
of  T.B.C.  is  represented  by  a  light- 
house, and  in  certain  places  there 
are  clusters  of  little  pins,  each  with 
a  number  attached  to  it,  referring 
to  a  list  below  the  map  that  com- 
prises the  names  of  graduates  of 
the  College  who  are  now  engaged 
in  foreign  missionary  work.  At 
one  end  of  the  room  there  are 
shelves  of  books  with  titles  which 
indicate  that  this  is  the  Missionary 
Library. 

Through  a  little  window  in  the 
opposite  wall  the  students  see  a 
group  of  people  in  the  next  room, 
and  at  once  they  hurry  to  join 
them.  A  member  of  the  Missionary 
Committee  is  pointing  out  some  of 
the  interesting  objects  that  are  on 
display  in  the  Missionary  Museum. 
A  large  Chinese  banner  is  sus- 
pended above  the  shelves  on  which 
curios  from  China  are  set  out. 
Africa  is  also  represented  by  an 
exhibit  of  various  articles. 

In  the  adjoining  room  they  dis- 
cover the  Palestinian  department 
of  the  Museum,  in  which  there  is 
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a  colourful  array  of  costumes  from 
the  Near  East.  They  are  shown  a 
parchment  scroll  inscribed  with 
Hebrew  characters,  which  is  a  copy 
of  the  Book  of  Esther.  This  was 
brought  from  the  Holy  Land  by 
Dr.  McNicol,  who  has  also  contri- 
buted a  fine  set  of  objects  in  w^hite 
stone,  that  are  mostly  models  of 
household  equipment. 

Upon  leaving  the  Museum,  they 
pause  near  the  side  entrance,  and 
glance  at  the  room  which  w^as  used 
as  a  centre  for  tract  distribution 
this  wanter.  Just  as  they  are  about 
to  go  back  to  Mr.  Burns'  office,  the 
sound  of  singing  arrests  their  at- 
tention. In  search  of  the  singers, 
they  quickly  ascend  the  broad  stair- 
case at  the  end  of  the  corridor.  The 
topmost  steps  bring  them  into  the 
auditorium,  where  they  find  a 
group  standing  around  the  grand 
piano,  practising  a  hymn  for  Sun- 
day. 

One  of  the  singers  advises  them 
of  another  way  of  returning  to  the 
ground  floor.  Accordingly  they 
proceed  to  the  rear  of  the  auditor- 
ium, and,  mounting  a  few  low 
steps,  they  enter  a  short  passage 
leading  tow^ards  the  front  of  the 
building.  The  first  room  on  the 
right  is  occupied  by  a  few  diligent 
workers  who  are  bending  over 
their  note-books  and  Bibles  in  pre- 
paration for  the  examination  next 
week.  They  all  remark  on  the  ad- 
vantages which  they  enjoy  in  the 
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use  of  the  four  study- 
rooms,  that  are  situated 
on  the  second  floor  and 
are  a  quiet  retreat  for 
those  who  desire  to  be  un- 
disturbed in  their  work. 

The  students  are  told 
that  they  can  reach  Mr. 
Burns'  office  by  following 
the  stairway  at  the  end 
of  the  passag-e.  When 
they  arrive  at  the  foot  of 
the  stairs,  an  open  door 
awaits  them,  and  Mr. 
Burns,  with  the  telephone 
receiver  in  one  hand,  graciously 
beckons  to  them  with  the  other  to 
enter  and  be  seateci.  Soon  the  phui.s 
for  Sunday  are  being  di.^cussed, 
and  all  uncertainty  is  removed  in 
a  brief  and  helpful  interview. 

With  a  happy  smile,  the  students

Class  students  were  invited  to  join 
in  thus  contributing  to  the  Lord's 
work  abroad,  and  an  additional 
hundred  mite-boxes  were  bought 
and  distributed. 

One  of  the  unique  events  of  the 
year,  arranged  jointly  by  the  Mis- 
sionary Committees  of  the  Day  and 
Evening  Classes,  was  the  evening 
meeting  on  January  16,  when  Mr. 
F.  W.  Moffat  showed  motion  pic- 
tures which  he  had  taken  on  a  re- 
cently completed  tour  of  the  mis- 
sion fields.  These  interesting  views 
transferred  us  to  the  scenes  of 
labour  of  many  of  our  College 
family  who  are  'holding  forth  the 
word  of  life'  in  other  lands.  They 
included  a  view  of  the  hospital  in 
India  which  for  many  years  was 
blessed  with  the  services  of  Dr. 
Waters,  who  introduced  the 
speaker. 

The  second  principle  that  the 
Missionary     Contmittee     has     re- 
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garded  is  the  value  of  PREPARA- 
TION. A  special  effort  has  been 
made  to  familiarize  the  students 
with  the  needs  of  the  mission  fields 
of  the  world,  in  view  of  the  Lord's 
words,  'And  this  gospel  of  the 
kingdom  shall  be  preached  in  all 
the  world  for  a  witness  unto  all 
nations'.   (Matt.  24:14). 

Farewell  messages  have  been 
given  to  the  student  body  by  recent 
graduates,  who  have  been  'not  dis- 
obedient unto  the  heavenly  vision'. 
Their  words  conveyed  a  ring  of  joy 
that  awakened  a  corresponding 
echo  in  our  own  hearts.  The  pro- 
gramme of  the  regular  Wednesday 
meetings  in  the  auditorium  was 
intended  to  assist  the  students  in 
knowing  what  field  of  service  may 
be  theirs.  Addresses  were  given 
which  represented  many  countries. 
The  need  of  South  America  was 
indicated  in  Mrs.  Barros'  stimulat- 
ing message  on  'Preparation  for 
Warfare',  which  showed  the  neces- 
sity of  counting  the  cost.  Mr.  Bar- 
ros   told    of    the    opposition    with 
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which  they  had  to  deal.  Mrs. 
Moules,  of  London.  Eng-hmd,  de- 
scribed the  heroic  efforts  of  those 
who  have  devoted  their  lives  to 
leper  work  in  the  Congo  regions. 
Life  on  the  field  was  depicted  with 
great  lucidity  by  Mr.  George  An- 
derson with  his  lantern  slides,  and 
by  Miss  Hildebrand  in  her  vivid 
verbal  portraits.  Not  only  the  posi- 
tive side,  but  the  difficulties  and 
hardships  of  a  missionary's  life 
were  interpreted  in  a  rousing  mes- 
sage by  John  Trewin.  The  chal- 
lenge of  the  outcaste  population  in 
India  was  presented  by  Mr.  Payn- 
ter,  a  Eurasian,  and  by  Miss  Ivy 
Estall,  now  on  furlough.  The  ad- 
dresses of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Purchas 
of  the  China  Inland  Mission  showed 
that  the  Lord  is  causing  the  wrath 
of  man  to  praise  Him  by  opening 
new  doors  for  Christian  workers 
in  China  during  the  war  there. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  New 
Year,  Dr.  McNicol  introduced  a 
new  series  with  his  lecture  on  the 
Modern  Missionary  Movement, 
tracing  the  history  of  missions 
from  the  Reformation  to  modern 
times.  Representatives  of  some  of 
the  principal  foreign  missions  with 
offices    in    Toronto,    subsequently 


outlined  the  history  and  principles 
of  their  missions  and  indicated  the 
requirements  and  necessary  equip- 
ment for  those  contemplating  work 
in  a  foreign  field.  The  .series  was 
concluded  with  a  message  from 
Dr.  McNicol,  defining  the  meaning 
of  a  'call'  to  missionary  or  other 
Christian  work. 

In  addition  to  the  spoken  word 
describing  the  conditions  in  which 
missionaries  labour,  the  display  of 
missionary  curios  in  our  new 
Museum  has  this  year  given  the 
students  a  glimpse  of  life  in  mis- 
sion lands.  A  chart  demonstrating 
the  need  of  evangelization  and  in- 
dicating the  positions  of  our  grad- 
uates 'on  the  front  line'  has  been 
constructed  in  the  Missionary  Li- 
brary. 

The  year's  work  of  the  Mission- 
ary Committee  has  been  directed 
towards  the  needs  which  command 
our  attention  and  cause  us  to  con- 
sider our  responsibility.  Through 
all  the  ministry  which  the  Com- 
mittee has  unitedly  performed  with 
joyfulness,  the  sense  of  God's 
power  to  quicken  and  direct  has 
brought  the  assurance  that  He  Who 
calls  will  also  enable.

Principal's  authoritative  knowledge 
on  the  subject  of  Church  History 
also  serves  to  give  us  a  new  and 
thrilling  outlook  on  the  waj^  in 
which  God's  purposes  are  being 
carried  out  through  the  ages, 
through  many  agencies  and  deno- 
minations from  whose  emphasis  on 
certain  phases  of  truth  the  Church 
is  enriched  today.  This  study  gives 
new  courage  and  faith  to  face  dark 
days  of  the  present  and  future  in 
the  Christian  era.  Words  cannot 
possibly  express  the  blessing  which 
is  ours  as  we  study  with  our  Prin- 


cipal the  Life  and  Teaching  of  our 
Lord  and  of  Paul.  Finally,  what  a 
comprehensive  review  and  sum- 
mary of  our  study  of  the  Old  Tes- 
tament is  the  subject  'Redemption 
in  the  Old  Testament' !  As  we  fol- 
lowed God's  plan  unfolding  from

such  a  revelation,  and  such  a  Book !

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The  Vision  that  Sustains 


IN  HEBREWS  11:27  we  read 
1  concerning  Moses  that  'By  faith 
he  forsook  Egypt,  not  fearing  the 
wrath  of  the  king:  for  he  endured, 
as  seeing  him  who  is  invisible'. 
Moses  was  a  man  who  was  taught 
of  God  and  who  had  learned  to  en- 
dure. He  was  far  from  being  a 
'spineless'  individual.  The  words 
'he  endured',  which  occur  in  our 
text,  indicate  that  he  did  not  seek 
to  flee  from  duty's  path  when  some- 
thing came  that  called  for  thorough 
consecration  or  deep  devotion.  Xay, 
rather,  'he  endured'.  But  why  did 
he  endure?  He  might  have  e.scaped 
hardships  and  lived  a  life  of  lux- 
ury, had  he  chosen  to  do  so.  It 
was  his  privilege  to  enjoy  the  gran- 
deur and  ease  of  the  Egyjitian 
court.  But  Moses  voluntarily  chose 
'to  suffer  affliction  with  the  people 
of  God',  and  refused  'to  enjoy  the 
pleasures  of  sin  for  a  season'.  He 
had  a  Divine  regard  for  'the  re- 
proach of  Christ'.  The  reason  for 
this  was  that  'he  had  respect  unto 
the  recompence  of  the  reward'. 

'By  faith  he  forsook  Egypt,  not 
fearing  the  wrath  of  the  king;  for 
HE  ENDURED,  as  seeing  him 
who  is  invisible'.  In  the  power  of 
endurance  there  is  concealed  the 
greatest  test  of  true,  genuine  con- 
secration, for  thereby  the  depth  of 
the  soul's  devotion  and  humility 
are  discovered.  Endurance  is  by  no 
means  a  prominent  virtue.  It  rare- 
ly calls  forth  special  admiration 
or  praise.  On  the  contrary,  it  de- 
mands persistent  devotion  to  duty. 
The  chosen  course  must  be  followed 
with  unremitting  steadfastness. 
Even  though  the  furrows  of  ser- 
vice are  moistened,  and  kept  so  by 
the  tears  of  suffering,  still,  in  spite 
of  all,  there  remains  undaunted 
and  unstaggering  faithfulness.  En- 
durance is  the  crowning  virtue  of 
Christian  character,  the  brilliant 
trophy  of  a  race  well  run. 


Endurance  is  also  the  evidence 
of  glorious  triumph  in  the  face  of 
overwhelming  trials  and  difficul- 
ties. Moses  passed  through  fires  of 
disappointment,  but  he  came  out 
in  the  end  without  injury.  It  is 
the  vision  of  the  ultimate  goal  that 
is  capable  of  sustaining  the  soul  in 
seasons  of  fiery  trials,  searching 
te.sts,  and  severe  strains.  The  tem- 
poral is  then  looked  upon  in  the 
light  of  the  eternal. 

Long  and  lonely  years  were 
spent  by  Moses  in  the  land  of 
Midian.  during  which  he  remained 
unshaken  and  unmoved  in  the 
faith.  This  .served  to  deepen  and 
to  settle  his  decision.  He  remained 
certain  that  God's  purpose  would 
be  fulfilled.  Moses  knew  that  out 
of  the  mysterious  'shadows'  of  the 
present.  God  would  finally  step 
forth  to  execute  His  unfaltering 
j)urpose  and  plan. 

Steadfastness  is  the  seal  of  son- 
ship.  P'aithfulness  is  the  fruit  of 
Divine  fellowship.  It  is  possible 
for  those  who  are  truly  born  of 
God  to  pierce  the  impenetrable. 
The  Divine  life  within  is  bound  to 
overcome  all  circumstances  in  such 
a  way  that  those  who  jiossess  it 
come  forth  'more  than  conquerors 
through  him  that  loved  us',  (ROM. 
8:.''.7)  by  'seeing  him  who  is  in- 
visible'. 

God's  chosen  men  are  His  'choice 
men",  and  all  through  Scrijiture  we 
find  that  His  'choice  men'  do  not 
live  for  self-satisfaction,  but  en- 
dure hard,  strenuous  sacrificing 
service  on  behalf  of  others.  So 
amid  all  the  shadows  and  disap- 
]iointments  we  must  lift  up  our 
hearts  and  our  eyes,  and  contem- 
plate that  future  which  God  pur- 
poses for  His  people.  Oh,  praise 
His  Name  for  such  a  blessed  hope !

monies  of  those  who  are  now  serv- 
ing God  in  the  remote  parts  of  the 
earth  to  realize  the  histing  power 
of  the  deep  fellowship  with  God 
that  has  been  experienced  in  these 
meetings  in  years  gone  by.  This 
year  the  time  for  morning  prayer 
was  increased,  and  this  added  time 
has  been  used,  not  in  longer  pre- 
liminaries, but  in  prayer.  Through- 
out the  year  the  Lord  has  mani- 
fested Himself  in  great  power  in 
answers  to  prayers  and  in  the 
deepening  and  enriching  of  indi- 
vidual lives.  The  words  of  one  stu- 
dent after  retiring  from  the  Praise 
and  Prayer  Room,  characterize  the 
thoughts  and  feelings  of  all  who 
attend :  'I  never  realized  before 
what  a  blessing  has  been  in  store 
for  one  in  the  morning  prayer 
meeting'.  Morning  by  morning  the 
meetings  have  been  conducted  by 
students  of  different  years  in  the 
College  course,  in  a  quiet  orderly 
fashion,  and  we  have  discerned  the 
working  of  God  in  our  midst,  not 
in  great  emotional  outbursts  of 
feeling,  but  in  quiet  searching,  re- 
vealing, cleansing,  blessing,  and 
edifying  power. 

The  Saturday  evening  praise, 
prayer,  and  fellowship  meeting  has 
meant  for  many  students  a  joyous 
and  refreshing  time  with  God,  as 
a  climax  to  a  strenuous  day  of 
physical  toil.  Although  this  meet- 
ing is  conducted  in  a  somewhat 
similar  manner  to  the  morning 
prayer  meeting,  yet  there  is  found 
in  the  Saturday  meeting  a  greater 
freedom,  probably  because  more 
time  is  spent  in  song,  praise,  and 
testimony.

Africa  Mission,  and  many  other-^. 
At  times  we  have  varied  our  form 
of  service,  and  have  introduced  a 
musical  or  seasonal  programme. 
During  the  Christmas  season  the 
Advent  story  was  brought  to  us  in 
picture,  song,  and  word.  We  shall 
long  remember  how  in  the  Satur- 
day evening  fellowship  meetings 
we  have  been  brought  to  our  knees 
before  our  God  in  an  attitude  of 
adoration,  worship,  and  reverence. 
In  these  meetings  prayers  have 
been  marvellously''  answered  and 
faith  has  been  strengthened  and 
renewed. 

Thus  in  brief  we  have  reviewed 
the  three  chief  prayer  centres  of 
the  student  body.  But  we  must  not 
forget  the  individual  prayer  rooms 
in  the  new  building,  where  students 
go  alone  or  in  groups  to  present 
their  praise  and  their  needs  before 
God.  Then  there  is  the  w^eekly 
Tuesday  morning  devotional  hour 
which  has  brought  to  us  many 
heart-searching  and  inspiring  mes- 
sages from  missionaries,  pastors, 
men  of  other  professions,  and  our 
own  beloved  Principal.  These  week- 
ly devotional  services  seem  to  cul- 
minate in  the  Day  of  Prayer,  which 
takes  place  each  year  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  February,  when  the 
Faculty  joins  with  the  whole  stu- 
dent body  in  meditation  and  w^ait- 
ing  before  God. 

Through  the  past  session  the 
Lord  God  has  been  good  to  us.  He 
has  brought  us  to  a  greater  com- 
prehension of  the  need,  power,  and 
far-reaching  influence  of  prayer. 
The  hours  spent  in  the  gatherings 
for  praise  and  prayer  have  not 
been  fruitless,  for  they  have  served 
to  mould  our  lives  and  characters 
into  a  closer  likeness  to  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.

son.  The  group  may  include  also 
a  pianist,  and  others  to  assist  with 
instrumental  or  vocal  numbers.  In 
the  course  of  a  service  two  or  three 
of  the  students  may  give  testi- 
monies as  to  what  Jesus  Christ 
means  to  the  individual. 

In  our  evangelistic  efforts  music 
is  of  no  small  importance.  The 
Male  Quartet  of  the  College  has 
enjoyed  a  wide  and  extensive  min- 
istry in  the  many  places  to  which 
it  has  been  called,  not  only  during 
the  school  session  but  also  last 
summer.  Other  quartets  and 
groups  of  singers  have  been  organ- 
ized among  the  College  students  to 
carry  on  the  ministry  of  song. 

An  important  move  was  made 
this  year  in  the  formation  of  an 
Evangelistic  Choir  under  the  cap- 
able leadership  of  our  music  in- 
structor, Mr.  Ernest  Shildrick.  Our 
College  Orchestra,  a  picture  of 
which  appears  on  page  13,  is  con- 
tinuing to  make  its  contribution  to 
our  musical  resources  under  the 
guidance  of  Max  Warne. 

Looking  back  over  the  year's 
activity,  we  rejoice  to  know  of 
definite  results  in  the  conversion  of 
many  and  in  the  edification  of 
others.  We  are  convinced  that,  in 
our  work  of  sowing  the  Gospel 
seed,  'neither  is  he  that  planteth 
any  thing,  neither  he  that  water- 
eth;  but  God  that  giveth  the  in- 
crease'.

Services  of  var- 
i»)us  kinds  have  heen  held,  such  as  mis- 
sion services  and  re^rular  church  .ser- 
vices, a  larjre  number  of  younjr  people's 
iratherintrs  and  children's  meetings,  in 
addition   to  considerable   hospital   work. 

When  we  are  put  in  char^re  of  an  en- 
tire service,  a  vrroup  of  four  to  six  stu- 
,dcnts  is  generally  sent  out.  This  in- 
cludes a  leader,  a  speaker,  a  pianist,  and 
two  or  three  others  who  sine  or  play  or 
read  the  Scrij^ures.  .A  children's  service 
is  usually  conducted  by  only  one  or  two 
students.  A  lar^e  trroup  takinp  part  in 
a  service,  jrenerally  meets  at  an  ap- 
pointed place  so  that  all  can  proceed 
to^rether  to  the  service,  usually  by  auto- 
mobile. Groups  are  assembled  by  the 
Committee  on  the  nijrhts  of  Evening 
Classes  by  direct  approach  and  by  tele- 
phone. 

Apart  from  the  many  meetinjrs  held 
in  the  city  durinp  the  past  year,  groups 
have  also  prone  to  Mount  Dennis,  Isling- 
ton, Mimico,  Long  Branch,  .Mliston,  Osh- 
awa  and  other  places.  A  Gospel  broad- 
cast was  also  given  over  station  CKTB 
in  St.  Catharines  on  March  9th.  During 
the  coming  summer  months  the  Evening 
Classes  will  have  charge  of  the  regular 
Thursday  evening  evangelistic  service 
held    in   Yonge    Street    Mission. 

In  view  of  the  blessing  which  has  at- 
tended our  efforts  during  the  past  months 
and  the  increased  opportunities  presented 
to  us.  we  look  forward  with  renewed 
confidence  to  another  year  of  similar 
activity  for  the  IMaster.
